Below are 
comments on these references pursuant to Rule 98: 

U.S. Patent No. 5,301,105 to Cummings, Jr. discloses a fully 
rritegrated and comprehensive health care system that includes the 
integrated interconnection and interaction of the patient, health 
care provider, bank or other financial institution, insurance 
company, utilization reviewer and employer so as to include within 
a single system each of the essential participants to provide 
patients with complete and comprehensive pre -treatment, treatment 



therefor. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,915,241 to Giannini discloses a system for 
encoding and encompassing healthcare provider billing, more 
particularly, a computer assisted network for encoding, documenting 



and post -treatment health care and predetermined financial support 



and processing claims for payment of specific procedures by 



alternative therapy providers, grouped geographically and by 
specialty. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,964,700 to Tallman, et al . discloses a 
medical network management system (NMS) , health plan beneficiaries 
access a team of health care professionals over the telephone to 
help them assess their health needs and select appropriate care. 

U.S. Patent No. 6, 012, 035 to Freeman Jr., et al. discloses the 
effectuation of a health care provision agency cooperative function 
hat is established through a communication network linking all the 
various entities of the cooperative. 

U.S. Patent No. 6,108,641 to Kenna, et al . discloses a 
computer system for managing a plurality of accounts, each of the 
accounts being separated into a master account and at least one 
subaccount being a medical savings account (MSA) . 

U.S. Patent No. 6,208,973 to Boyer, et al . discloses a point 
of service third party adjudicated payment system and method which 
provides for the creation of an adjudicated settlement transaction 
at a point of service which designates the portion of the service 
to be paid by the third party payor and the portion to be paid by 
the customer. 

U.S. Patent No. 6,266,648 to Baker, III discloses a computer 
system and method for permitting a consumer to more effectively 
make use of a variety of available benefits from a plurality of 
goods and service providers, wherein the benefits are offered 
specifically to those consumers having an association with one or 
more enabling organizations. 

U.S. Patent No. 6,014,629 to Debruin-Ashton, a directory of 



group physicians for a health care provider service is disclosed in 
which the directory is tailored to a particular customer of the 
provider service. 

An AmeriPlan USA Corporation brochure discloses a dental 
referral organization that offers memberships in its discount 
dental plan. 

A savings plan for health care services operated under the 
name MediSaver does not have a monthly fee. 

None of these items discloses a method of operating a health 
care services plan without a monthly fee that highlight a savings 
wherein data is entered, published and updated on the plan owner's 
^advertised web site identifying the health care provider entities 
for each medical specialty, the provider's regular price and 
discounted price for each treatment type of health care service 
and the service fee percentage charged by the plan and wherein 
users access the data, select health care provider, present plan 
cards to the selected entities and receive health care and wherein 
the plan bills the user the regular price, issues a credit for the 
savings difference and bills separately for the administrative 
charge debit calculated by applying published service fee 
percentage of between twenty- five and thirty- three percent to the 
savings difference and wherein billing is electronic and triggered 
when the health care provider bills the plan by computer and the 
plan electronically bills the health care consumer's credit card. 
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
